‘Three mmdred members of the Sccion Chileua Aatieouwmista (AQHA) belonging to 
an inner group mou as "Geleri" piled inte chartered buses and cers on 20 
April. and were driven to a field in the neighborhoed of Golina, where thoy 
engaged in clese order drill and marching undex the supervision ef regular Amy 
offleers and sergeants in uniforn. 


aa The establishuent of an intelligence service that would keep them informed of 
Communist nlene and activities was suggested to the president of the group, 
Arture Clavarria. The latter admitted that their present information was 
faulty, esi thet both Raul. Marin (L2beral) and Sergte Fernandez (Conservetive) 
were merely bluffing to make the Commmiste believe that they have considerable 
information on Commie: activities end namberahip . Nevertheless, prasent funds 
were to he used solely for obtaining ams, and the current program wes to con 
senbrate on gaining members, training them, and providing armament, berause in 

wlew of the development of the polis cal situetion in the country Lt was felt 

thet en ermed clesh with the Communists will be wnevoideble within a short time. 


3. On 23 April a meeting of ACHA leaders took place attended by Arture Olivserria, 

; Jawl Marin, Juan Ressetthi, Osear Sehnake, and others. It was agreed tnat there 
is no way ont of the existing political situation other thon a coup d'etat. 
Rossetti and Schneke were for carrying it owt at ones, but Oliverrla and Marin 
recommended waiting for two mouths, when the Cesmunists are expectad to stage a 
general atrike, Public services wuld then be taken over by AGHA groups now 
being specially trained for the purpose, and a military funta, new also bedug 
sounded cat, would take over the goverment, 


4, At this meoting, deapite the objections previoualy reised by Olevarria, funds 
were voted for an intelligence services, and Julie Donose L. was nesed as its head. 


52 On the morning of 27 April another ‘AGHA grow was teken in five trucks to Colina 
for military instruction. Other members of the organization armed with tommy- 
gus and revolvers, werd on hand at the aterting point to see that Communists 
did not try to prevent the tvucks from Leaving.
